parel and the mantles and the wim- 
ples and the crisping pins, the glasses 
and the fine linen, and the hoods and 
the veils and it shall come to pass, 
that instead ot a sweet smell there 
shall be stink, and instead of a 
girdle a rent, and instead of well set 
of hair, baldness. No need to bob it 
then. And instead of a stomacher, 
a girdle of sackcloth, and burning in- 
stead of beauty. Thy men shall fall 
‘Dy the sword, and thy mighty men in 
the war. And her gates shall lament 
and mourn, and she being desolate 
shall sit upon the ground. This de- 
scription given by the Prophet Isaiah 
was the fashion plate of his time. It 
shows the awful pride, depravity, self- 
ishness, worldliness that the women 
had sunk into at that day, just a short 
time before their captivity and dire 
suffering. 

But listen to me once more: Our 
modern “fashion plate” is absolutely 
no improvement on that of Israel. In 
fact, it is more depraved, deplorable, 
abominable and sinful. Our fashion 
plate is shocking, insanitary, idola- 
trous, God- exclusive. Much of it is 
far beyond common decency. We are 
living in one of the greatest ages that 
the world has ever known, but we are 
rapidly approaching one of the great- 
est crisis that the world will ever 
know. The manner in which that 
crisis is met will decide our destiny. 
Thru unbelief, pride, lust and other 
like sins, Egypt, Assyria, Medo-Per- 
sia, Greece and Rome lost their pres- 
tige and went down. 

When any state legislators will 
grant a license and give a permit to 
an association in the name of reli- 
gion as the “Damned Souls Associa- 
tion;” when a body of police in a city 
like Chicago will grant a permit in a 
“red-light” district for women to ex- 
pose their bodies denuded of clothing; 
when pagan temples are erected in 
this Christian republic, to say nothing 
of millions of vice holes in secret 
places, dead religion, worldliness, 
commercialism, pleasure-seeking, mod- 
ernism, unbelief, atheism, lust and al- 
most absolute ease in Zion, while mul. 
tiplied millions are plunging into de- 
struction, it looks very much as if we 
are, as a nation, approaching a dan- 
gerous point. 

Just once more and I will bid you 
adieu for this time. Mothers listen, 
for God’s sake, for Jesus’ sake, for 
the Church’s sake, for the nation’s 
sake, for soul’s sake, for your own 
sake, wake up from this delusive hyp- 
notism of modern dress idolatry and 
adorn yourselves and daughters in 
modest apparel, which becometh wo- 
men professing godliness. (Or the 
“born again” experience). 140 «6Tim, 
2:9, 10. 

Any one who professes to enjoy the 
“born again” experience, and especial- 
ly holiness folks, who wear their 
dresses half way to their knees (to 
say nothing about wearing them to 
their knees) is a terrible comment on 
the tragedy of the Cross. 

To say the least about this form of 
modernized dress, it is suggestive ot 
evil, not only to the vile, unclean, low- 
down and out, but to the cultured, re- 
fined and moral man. 

Mothers who allow their precious 
daughters to conform to such unchaste 
fashions, and daughters who persist 
in doing so, and the pastor who fails 
to preach against it are equally re- 
sponsible for every daughter who goes 
to ruin on account of it. Shame on 
our Christian people, who have to 
have a screen placed before them 
when they go into the choir loft to 
worship God so their legs will not be 
exposed.

I imagine as she speaks, the dis- 
ciples make a rush toward Galilee to 
meet their Master, all except Peter. 
Poor broken-hearted man, he must 
have felt, O wretched man that I am. 
I am not included *% the invitation. I 
am no longer a disciple. Then I im- 
agine Mary, looking back to see if all 
of the disciples were gone, sees poor 
Peter, and then for the first time, she 
gives the invitation just as the angels 
gave it to her, and as the Lord gave 





it to the angels—He is risen as He 
said. Go tell His disciples AND 
PETER. Peter was the only man 


whose name was mentioned. The man 
who felt that he was no longer a dis- 
ciple, was the only one who had the 
special invitation. 

Dear friends, the Lord Jesus Christ 
is the same yesterday, today and for- 
ever, and He sends an invitation, it is 
the man or woman who has denied 
their Lord and is out of communion 
with Jesus. Jesus loved Peter because 
he had once been in fellowship and 
walked and talked with Him, and I 
thank God that He loves the back- 
slider today.

says “Ha, Ha, you thought you were 
saved but look at these.” You can just 
answer, “The blood of: Jesus Christ 
cleanses from all sin,” he will get out 
in a hurry. If you want to make the 
devil run just talk about the blood. I 
have met numbers of holiness profes- 
sors who could not tell me anything 
about the efficacy of the blood. Now 
God has a purpose in justifying us. 
He justifies us that He might sanctify 
us. Justification brings us to where 
we can see Holiness. The cleansing ef- 
ficacy of Christ’s blood offered with- 
out spot to God, is sufficient to purge 
the very conscience from dead works 
and reach the very soul defiled with 
sin. Renew the soul in righteousness 
and true Holiness. 


Just as His vicarious death was of- 
fered without spot to God, He can so 
purify the heart that it will be with- 
out spot or wrinkle, and mark you, 
the recipient of a pure heart receives 
it by faith in the blood of Christ and 
no other way. The kind of faith im- 
plied in our text climbs over cerimon- 
ies, ordinances and theories, symbols, 
types and shadows and stops at noth- 
ing short of the throne room on high, 
has audience with God and _ receives 
the application of the BLOOD, and is 
actually made a partaker of HIS Holi- 
ness, which is the imparted righteous- 
ness of Christ. This faith brings us 
into the experience of being as Holy 
and clean in this world as we will 
be in Heaven a million years from 
now. Of course this faith runs right 
into the double cure, or heart purity, 
the experience so many Christian 
professors stand in need of today. 
Obedience and faith bring us into the 
realm of knowledge. The blood is ef- 
ficacious. How much More shall the 
blood of Christ; who through the eter- 
nal Spirit offered Himself without 
spot to God, purge your’ conscience 
from dead works to serve the living 
God. Heb. 9:14. 

Purged conscience 1s one that is 
pure. This Scripture teaches that the 
sacrifice of the old dispensation could 
not purge the conscience and _ take 
away the guilt and defilement of sin, 
but at best, sanctify to the purifying 
of the flesh, that is, free man from 
ceremonial uncleanness, and_ typify 
and point to the Lamb of God, which 
taketh away the sin of the world. 

This faith does not mean simply re- 
formation and a religious profession, 
it includes these, but is deeper, yea, 
deeper than that. It means more than 
giving up worldly habits such as giv- 
ing up tobacco and whiskey and lay- 
ing aside jewelry and worldly attire. 
It goes deeper and so transforms the 
soul and captivates the will, that ev- 
erything contrary to God’s will is 
abandoned and abhorred. You cannot 
stop a saloon py tearing down . the 
sign boards, nor reform a peacock by 
pulling out his tail feathers. Both in- 
stances demand an internal work. Get 
the saloon-keeper right, and down goes 
his sign boards and his business stops. 
Get the strut out of the peacock and 
down goes his tail. Just so with this 
experience, down goes the peacock of 
pride in your heart, and the _ sign 
boards of the world. 

Oh how men need to go deeper than 
the flesh, the outside. Some try to lo- 
eate sin in the material flesh. The 
words flesh and body, in Scripture, 
are used to mean men’s unsanctified, 
carnal nature. The hand or foot of a 
man can no more sin than the house 
he lives in or the dagger he strikes 
with. It is just as ridiculous to talk 
of sin in the body of flesh as to talk 
of it in his boots, clothes or carriage. 
You just as well hang winchesters for 
murder and cut off the hands for 
murder and forgery as to try to locate 
sin in the muscze and bones. But when 
one becomes justified by faith, thru 
the cleansing blood of Calvary’s 
Lamb, he can sing a new song. 





“'Twas grace that taught my heart to 
fear

Some things to beware of: Of evil 
speaking. It will damage you and 
others as well. The unmarried should 
avoid marriage to the ungodly. It 
hampers you and displeases God. Be- 
ware of uniting with worldly clubs 
and lodges. You will regret it sooner 
or later. Too great intimacy with the 
opposite sex. This has shorn many a 
Samson of his strength, ruined many 
in this world and the next, and caused 
the enemy of the Kingdom of God to 
dance a jubilee.

The 
wrongs there need your protest and 
not your endorsement. Beware of 
leaving the Church because some one 
in it is not sanctified. Better stay 
there and tell them of the abounding 
grace of God and the double cure for 
sin. Beware of condemning those who 
differ with you. Sanctification makes 
people love alike, but not always to 
think alike. Beware of being led by 
sudden ridiculous impressions, which 
come to all of us, but invariably will 
lead to wild fanaticism. Beware of 
quenching the Spirit and grieving the 
infinite God, which will soon lead to 
dead formalism. Beware, beware, I
